Jury has returned Indictments against 
three members of the city board of 
public service, two city employes, the 
president of the Cleveland Tiinidad 
I'avihg company and two of its em- 
ploys, and the lo'cal manager of the 
Amencan Sower Pipe company. The 
Indictments are the result of investi- 
gation of the charges of bribery in 
connection with the contract for pav- 
ing East Broad street, the most fash- 
ionable residence street of the city. 
The Bast Broad street paving con- 
tract was awarded to the Cleveland 
Trinidad company last July, and was 
only recently completed. The com- 
pany's bid was $122,0."D, and many 
extras have since been allowed. ' 


The disclosures in the paving bcan- 


dal were precipitated by a confession 
joade by Nelson Cannon, foimer Co- 
lumbus superintendent of the Cleve- 
land Trinidad Paving company, to 
which the paving contiaet was award- 
ed. According to 
Cannon's story, 


Fred Jt Immel, president of Iho Co- 
lumbus board of public seivic", and 
Fred Lied, vice president of the'board, 


of the company, and" himself. Arthur 
A. Beck, assistant city engineer, who 
resigned immediately after the bribery 
disclosures, is alleged to have been 
promised a division of all money al- 
lowed on padded estimates, and Al- 
fred Shoemaker, a street paving in- 
spector, is alleged to have been on the

Just after the Bordenkircher case had been called, Judge Nicholas summoned the attorneys of the case 


and the newspapermen into his private office 
He asked the newspapers to refrain from editorial com- , 


ment on the case during the trial; to keep free'from use of opinions either personal or of the public 
either in headlines or in the narrative of the trial. 


"I ask this", he said, "because we do not want to keep the jury sequestered. They will not be locked 


up and guarded as they were in the Dickeison case, that being a first degree case. We ask this simply 
to prevent a mistrial." 


His position was endorsed by the attorneys of both the state and the defense. 
The Age will give the testimony and various events of the trial therefore, just as has always been its 


custom, complete and accurate but without any comment as to whether the state or defense scores.

Lorain. O.. and other points on the 
lakes. The officials of the company 
have persistently declined to treat 
with the men on the subject of the 
proposed concessions, and have adopt- 
ed a policy of refusing to discuss the 
strike in any of its phases. It is 
known, however, that they will regard 
the fight as practically won if the men 
in the Chicago and Bay City yards do 
not go out.

Toulon, France, March 13.—As a 


result of the explosion of powder mag- 
azines on board the battleship lena. 
Captain Adigard, commander of the 
battleship; Captain Vertiez, chief of 
staff of the Mediterranean squadron, 
and from 70 to SO bluejackets 
; aro 


dead, while Rear Admiral Manceroa 
and hundreds of other men are suffer- 
ing from injuries, some of them hor- 
rible in their extent 
Naval circles 


are aghast, and the public is stunned 
by the appalling catastrophe. 


The explosion came without warn- 


ing. The first shock was extremely 
violent and shook the vessel fore and 
aft. 
It was followed instantly by 


other shocks. The crew was thrown 
into a panic. They rushed wildly 
about the deck. The men forward, who 
had been attending the lecture, clam 
bered over the bulwarks and jumpec 
down, some to the dock and others to 
the stone quay, many sustaining,fatal 
injuries. The hundreds of men below 


in a fearful position:"-They 


in smpXe, and'while 


tlielr jVay; inward the 


exits they became the'prey of 'suffo- 
.catfn'g fuwesif-./Charges of explosives 
in themagazines continued to explode, 
and masses of metal were hurled into 
the air to fall anywhere about the 
decks and the arsenal. These flying 
missiles demolished the torpedo shed, 
the engine works and pumphouse 
near b~ 


The entire after part of the lena 


was blown to pieces. The bodies of 
the victims were hurled through the 
air by a succession of explosions, and 
panic-stricken workmen at the arsenal 
fled from the vicinity of the drydock 
for their lives. Scores of those on 
board the lena jumped overboard on 
the stone quays and sustained serious 
injuries. There are 130 wounded in 
hospitals or in their homes. At the 
time of the explosion there were 26 
officers and 630 men on board the 
warship. 


The lena had just undergone a final 


inspection of her hull and machinery, 
the latter having been •completely 
overhauled preparatory to joining the 
squadron. The 
Crew -had 
finished 


their midday meal only a short time 
before the explosion and had : dis- 
persed to various parts of the vessel. 
Most of the men were engaged 
in 


work connected:with the approaching 
departure of the warship, but quite a 
large party had been detailed to at- 
tend a lecture that was being given 
forward. 


It is declared that for 30 minutes 


the authorities were unable to dis- 
cover the kej»s with which to open 
the locks to flood the drydock and 
submerge the ship, but when they did 
finally open the locks the water 
rushed in and the explosions came to 
an end. 


The primary cause of the accident 


was the explosion of a torpedo. What 
caused the explosion is not known, 
but the powder magazines of the lena 
were set on fire, and their contents in 
plodlhg practically destroyed what 
was considered one of the best vessels 
in the French navy.
